HIDING AWAY. 


These mothers and their fami- 
lies are not the sort to parade 
their want. They are of a high 
type, shrinking from pity in the 
public eye. They are proud; in 
poverty they know dignity, and 
in dire need they are beautiful in 
their devotion to each other. 

There is little tumult to herald 
starvation’s approach—a starva- 
tion that feeds on impoverished 
diets, slowly sapping vitality and 
youth. 

There is little commotion to 
warn of @ncroaching tuburcular 
germs that spread within wasted 
chests. These sinister things, 
obscured in quietude, thrive in 
‘darkness; and claim their victims 
slowly, buf with relentless surety. 

Little children of these “Ten 
Opportunity” families know suf- 
fering, and want, and sorrow and 
shame, Furtively, they stray 
abroad from cold and cheerless 
homes. To school they go, and

Mrs, T , threatened 
with tuberculosis, is too frail to 
do outside work. 

Woefully she needs good food, 
good care, and freedom from the 
wracking anxiety of seeing her 
children go hungry, of knowing 
their little bodies are unprotected 
from the cold. 

Sonny, the little boy, and his 
Small sister, Sue, have been 
touched with the white plague. 
Sonny is recuperating from an 
operation at the Scottish Rite 
hospital, where his crippled limbs 
were made weli again. Sometimes 
he is strong enough to sell pa- 
pers, but there are more days 
when his game leg keeps him in 
bed. 

Little Sue needs an operation, 
too, but her frail body should be 
built up before she enters the 
hospital. 

The tiny cottage where they 
live is very clean. There are 
curtains on the windows. Mrs. 
T cried when the welfare 
visitor brought them. Curtains 
are on the windows, but they 
Sway sometimes when wintrv 
blasts come through. And some of 
the chill lingers inside, for the 
fireplace is dark. 

A sound diet is needed here to 
make the mother well again and 
to check the tubercular conta- 
gion in her little ones. Only 
$12.50 weekly is needed to sup- 
plement the Welfare Society's 
contribution. With this amount 
assured them, the little family 
will take on new life. It will 
enable the boy and girl to be- 
comé healthy, normal children. 
It will tide them through and set 
their little feet on the road to 
citizenship. 

The-sum required to make this 
family secure for a year is just 
$750.

BEWARE THIS ARIDITY. 

This has been a delightful autumn, 
Day after day of ideal au- 
tumn weather, such as even the con- 
firmed pessimist could not complain 
about, until well on toward election 
day. The clothing dealers were bit- 


ter about it, because everybody was 
comfortable in the old summer clothes. 
The coal dealers were a little anxious 
of ’em even went so far as to 
send cordial letters to prospective 
customers, which must be a painful 
concession for a coal man.

Heating the air, no matter what} 
method of heating you use, dries the) 
air out. This is a fundamental fact | 
that defies the ingenuity of the com- 
mercial mind, Neither this special | 
system nor that patent scheme 
heating can alter the fact. If physics 
were an essential part of every public | 
schoo! course everybody would know | 
this. 

With every degree of temperature 
incréase goes an increased dryness, 
and the extreme dryness or aridity} 
of the air in a building heated above 
65 degrees fahrenheit is the main 
factor in the injurious action the at- 
mosphere has upon occupants, | 

Many schemes for the addition of , 
desirable moisture to the heated air of | 
the house or other building have been | 
tried. but so far as I can learn, nearly | 
all of them are of practically no value | 
because they add only an insignificant | 
amount of water to the air—a gallon | 
or two a day is not worth the trouble. | 

Qne very simple and inexpensive | 
humidifier that humidifies, i | 


consists | 
of a plain box, tank or reservoir that | 
stands on the radiator. This holds a | 
few gallons of water, depending on the | 
Suspended over | 
the water is a kind of wick with many | 
folds exposed to the air. From this, 
wick the water readily exaporates and 
the vapor readily passes into the air, 
of the room through a row of slits in| 
the box ahove the water level.

Reporting today to congress on its 
inquiry, which was conducted in ae- 
cordance with a senate resolution. the 
commission said it had heen unable to, 
find any “recent evidence’ of agree- | 
ments or manipulations of any size) 
ameng large oil companies to raise or | 
depress prices of crude petroleum or 
refined products. 

It added that the inquiry tended to 
show that “price movements over the 
longer periods were controlled by con- 
ditions of supply and demand, but 
that these conditions were reflected im- 
perfectly in shorter periods, partly be- 
cause crude prices are determined hy 
the decisions of a few large purchas- 
ing companies among which there

half of 1926 for all crude companies, 
reporting. and from 5.1 to 11.3 per) 
cent. for the refining companies.

ators by popular elections throughout 
each state. 

The large majority of the states 
having adopted nominations by the 
primary election method instead of the 
former convention system, the ques- 
tion of the right of congress to inter- 
fere in the processes of the primaries 
turns upon its constitutional authori- 
ty to prescribe “the manner of hold- 
ing elections for senators and repre- 
sentatives,” as above cited.

Battleships and cruisers are 


participating in the battle for Can- 
ton, according to the dispatch, 


Brightest Comet 


Ot Past 15 Years 
Due on Xmas Day 


Cambridge, Mass., December 11.— 
()—The brightest comet visible in the 
northern hemisphere in the past 15 
years will appear in the early eve- 
ning western sky during Christmas 
week, Dr. Harlow Shapley, director 
of the Harvard okservatory, announc- 
ed today. Clearly visible to the 
naked eye, the comet on Christmas 
day will be about 45 degrees between 
| the sun and the north pole. 

It is Skijellerup’s comet, discovery 
'of which at Melborne, Australia, by 
|F. J. Skjellerup, an amateur astron- 
‘omer who formerly lived in South Af- 
rica, was made known on December 
4. It then was reported of third}
